We know that Sir Walter Scott sang 
once to the effect that “ It’s no’ fish 
ye’re buying—it’s men's lives.” 
We 
remember also ihe lines of an old 
Scotch song, a fishmonger's call 
in 
which a similar prophetic note was 
sounded. 
“ W ha’II buy my culler her- 
rln’?” the cry runs. 
“ Ye little ken 
their worth.” 


*‘0 , you may call them vulgar farln’ ; 
Wives and mithers maist desparin’ 
C a’ them lives of men.” 


One 
hundred 
years 
afler 
these 
words rang out in the chill, foggy air 
of Scottish 
markets, scientists step 
from their laboratories long enough to 
tell us that, next to the sun. “ despar­ 
in’ wives and mithers” must depend 
upon a fish to maintain the stalwart 
limbs and stout backbone ol the na­ 
tion's youth.

The fact that we free to the sun 
only the few square inches oi o,ur 
face and the hacks of ungloved hands 
is n primary factor In the general ten 
dem y 
in 
this 
and 
other 
civilized 
countries toward rachitic conditions. 
T he average infant is loo much over­ 
clothed when lying in the sun to de­ 
rive its full benefits. 
Sun porches are 
light, cheery, and w arm ; hut unless 
their glass is of a special type none of 
the helpful ultra-violet rays of the sun 
make their way inside. 
Without sufficient sunlight or with­ 
out sufficient supply in another form 
of the factor that is conveyed by the 
sun ’s rays, our children develop rick­ 
ets, that starvation of bone structures 
that leaves them soft and flexible, pro­ 
ducing various form s of deformity, in­ 
cluding soft teeth, misshapen skulls, 
jaw s and skeletal structures, and even 
constricted chests. 
The 
elements 
that 
give

strength to bones and teeth are cal­ 
cium and phosphorus. 
These two ele­ 
ments 
cannot

growth, however, unless a third factor 
is present, just as a pile of coal is usc- 
! less without ignition to convert it into 
heat. 
Like Bcr.es Made of Rubber. 


This factor is vitamin I>. 
Without 
this vitamin, calcium phosphate can­ 
not be deposited sufficiently 
in 
the 
bony structures of the body. Although 
bones keep right on growing, the un­ 
fortunate child to whom they belong 
might us well have a rabbet skeleton 
if the vitamin deficiency is not cor­ 
rected. 
The action of the ultra-violet rays 
of the sun upon one of the fatty com­ 
ponents of our skin produces vitamin 
D or its physiological equivalent, ac­ 
cording to researches conducted by 
Huldschinsky, 
Hess, 
Shipley, 
and 
other scientists. 
Sunlight, then, is the natural pro­ 
tection against rickets. 
Rut civilized man does not h ad a 
natural life. 
Our mode of dressing 
and dwelling does not permit natural 
living. 
And it is not likely that we 
shall emulate the Polynesian soon by 
discarding our clothing for hared e x ­ 
istence under a beneficent sun. 
When it is known how important 
vitamin L> is to life and health, it 
seem s an odd prank of nature that 
this factor is absent in practically all 
foods used for human consumption ex­ 
cept the liver of codfish. 
Probably 
nature felt that she was taking ample 
care of us by giving us sunlight. Then 
she permitted 
man 
to discover for 
himself how prodigally she provides 
for his welfare by storing this valu­ 
able factor in one of his commonest 
sources of food. 
One Theory cf Scientists. 


Ju st how the cod m anages to distin­ 
guish himself above all other anim als 
of earth, sea and sky by monopolizing 
the storage of vitamin D is not clearly 
determined. 
One theory of scientists 
has it that the ultra-violet rays of the 
sun penetrate below the surface of the 
ocean and so irradiate the cod. 
This 
would presuppose that the cod’s skin 
is especially sensitized to these rays 
as m an’s skin seem s to he. just as if 
both cod ami man were photographic 
negatives which, upon exposure to ul­

Without sufficient sunlight or with­ 
out sufficient supply in another form 
of the factor that is conveyed by the 
sun’s rays, our children develop rick­ 
ets, that starvation of bone structures 
that leaves them soft and flexible, pro­ 
ducing various forms of deformity, in­ 
cluding soft teeth, m iss; ipen skulls, 
Jaws and skeletal structures, and even 
constricted chests. 
The 
elements 
that 
give 
proper 
strength to hones aud teeth are cal­ 
cium and phosphorus. 
These two ele­ 
ments 
cannot 
he 
utilized 
in 
bone 
growth, however, unless a third factor 
is present, just as a pile of coal is use­ 
less without ignition to convert it Into 
heat. 
Like Bones Made of Rubber. 


This factor is vitamin 1>. 
Without 
this vitamin, calcium phosphate can­ 
not be deposited sufficiently 
in tile 
bony structures of the body. Although 
bones keep right on growing, the un- 
fortunute child to whom they belong 
might as well have a rubber skeleton 
if the vitamin deficiency is not cor­ 
rected. 
Tile action of the ultra-violet rays 
of the sun upon one of Hie fatty’ com­ 
ponents of our skin produces vitamin 
D or its physiological equivalent, ac­ 
cording to researches conducted by 
Huldsehittsky, 
lie.-s, 
Shipley, 
arid 
oilier scientists.. 
Sunlight, then, is tile natural pro­ 
tection against rickets. 
Hut civilized man does not lend a 
natural life, 
ou r mode of dressing 
and dwelling does not permit natural 
living. 
And it is not likely that we 
shall emulate tho Polynesian soon by 
discarding our clothing for hared e x ­ 
istence under a beneficent sun. 
W hen it is known how important 
vitamin D is to life and health, it 
seems an odd prank of nature that 
this factor is absent in practically all 
foods used for human consumption ex­ 
cept the liver of codfish. 
Probably 
nature felt that she was taking ample 
care of us by giving us sunlight. Then 
she permitted man to discover for 
himself how prodigally she provides 
for his welfare by storing this valu- 
; hie factor in one of bis commonest 
sources of food. 


One Theory of Scientists. 


Just how the cod manages to distin­ 
guish himself above all other animals 
of earth, sea and sky by monopolizing 
the storage of vitamin D is not clearly 
determined. 
One theory of scientists 
1ms it that the ultra-violet rays of the 
sun penetrate below the surface of the 
ocean and so irradiate the cod. 
This 
would presuppose that the cod’s skin 
is especially sensitized to these rays 
as man’s skin seems to be. just as lf 
both cod and man were photographic 
negatives which, upon exposure to ul­ 
tra-violet 
rays, 
produce

effect when developed in the chem­ 
istry of the body.

Harvesting costs are reduced so ma­ 
terially by Hie use of the combined 
harvoster-thresher, that this machine 
is rapidly replacing other harvesting 
machinery In the Great plains east of 
the Rocky mountains, according to a 
study just completed by the United 
Stales Department of Agriculture in 
co-operation with the Texas, Okla­ 
homa, Nebraska and Montana agri­ 
cultural colleges. 
The advantages of 
this machine are in the lower cost of 
cutting and threshing grain, reduc­ 
tion in labor requirements and 
in 
shortening the harvesting and thresh­ 
ing periods. 
East of the Rocky mountains a type 
of combine is in use which Is con­ 
siderably smaller than the kind for­ 
merly seen in California and in the 
Northwest states. 
Most of the new 
machines have a 15 or 10-foot cut, 
having 
auxiliary 
engines, 
and 
are 
drawn by tractors. 
Reduces Amount of Labor. 
Eight-foot combines harvested 275 
acres of grain on the average, und 
16-foot machines averaged CS2 acres 
last season. 
Except where the grain 
was very heavy, the yield per acre 
had no appreciable effect on the rate 
of cutting. 
The minimum crew for 
a 15-foot or 16-foot combine is two 
men, 
not 
including 
grain 
haulers. 
Similar 
machines 
having 
a 
power 
drive from the tractor are sometimes 
operated by one man. 
It is estimated 
that the combine reduces the amount 
of labor necessary for harvesting and 
threshing In the Great plains from 
about 3.6 man hours per acre for cut­ 
ting with the hinder and threshing 
with a stationary machine to about 
0.75 man hours per acre. 
Operators of combines estimate the 
life of the machine to be about eight 
years. 
Their first cost ranges from 
about $1,000 fa r small machines to 
$2,500 for the larger sizes. 
Extend­ 
ed use of the machine during the har­ 
vesting season is essential to a low 
harvesting cost per acre. 
When the 
farm er has only a small acreage to 
cut, the investment und replacement 
charges of a combine may he too high. 
To Make Combine Profitable. 
In order to make the combine a 
profitable harvesting Implement, the 
acreage to be cut must be greater 
i than ordinarily cut with one binder. 
H arvesting with 
the combine, says 
the department, is not cheaper than 
with the binder and thresher unless 
1QP or more acres are available for 
editing. 
There must be 150 or more 
acres 
available 
for 
cutting 
before 
costs with die combine fail

costs with a beader and stationary 
thresher. 
.This reckoning takes into 
account only the direct cash expenses 
j ordinarily paid by the fanner, and

! ing depends somewhat on the size of 
combine used. 
Farm ers la the Great plains allow 
grain to stand for five or seven days 
after it is ripe enough for binding be­ 
fore they begin 
harvesting with

combine. 
This unavoidable delay in­ 
creases the risk from weather and 
shattering. 
Few 
farmers, however, 
consider the losses from shattering 
or bleaching to be serious in this area. 
H arvesting losses attributable to Hie

The year 1928 la a leap year, as it 
is divisible by four without remainder. 
There bas been no change in the cal­ 
endar for the last two centuries. As 
the exact length of a year, determined 
by the earth’s revolution around the 
sun, 
is

305*4 
days, the old Juliau calendar, giv­ 
ing a leap year every four years, 
was inexact. 
A new calendar, called 
the 
Georgian, 
was 
proposed 
and 
adopted by most Christian nations in 
the Sixteenth century or later, to 
rectify this error. 
This calendar pro­ 
vides for 97 leap years In each 400 
years. The only difference from the 
Julian calendar is that century years, 
such as 1000, 1700, 1800, 1900, etc., 
are not leap years unless they are 
divisible by 400 without remainder. 
Thus 1000 and 2000 are leap .years, 
while 1700, 1800 and 1900 are not 
leap years.
